EXAMINER'S ACTIO K 
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DETAILED ACTION 

The disclosure is objected to because of the folio wmgmformalities: In the replacement 
paragraph to page 1, line 19, last paragraph therekCnote that "fig. 97" is vague in meaning. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S. C 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

In claim 12, should the claim properly depend from claim -^H^ instead of claim "2"? 

The following claims have been found objectionable for reasons set forth below: 

In claim 1 1, last paragraph, note that^,-- should follow "mode" for grammatical 
correctness. ' s 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Toyoshima (of record) for reasons of record. 

Claims 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Toyoshima 
in view of Buck et al (both of record) for reasons of record. 

Applicant's arguments filed 30 October 2001 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 
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Applicants' have argued that the Toyoshima package eliminates waveguide modes but 
does not disclose elimination of an unwanted higher order mode. 

Contrary to applicants' assertion, the Toyoshima reference does indeed function to 
eliminate higher order modes. It should be noted that waveguide modes within microwave 
packages are undesirable modes, and certainly are of a higher order due to their undesirability. 
Thus Toyoshima does indeed meet the claimed invention, as recited.
